The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The best prior art of record discloses a discharge lamp having a non- 
luminescent yttrium film to counter act the transport of mercury and the prior art also 
discloses a discharge lamp having a yttrium trifluoride or yttrium oxyfluoride coating 
used as a phosphor layer. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
discharge lamp having a non-luminescent yttrium trifluoride or yttrium oxyfluoride 
coating to counter act the transport of mercury.
